INTERFERENCE TO BROADCAST RECH! PTION FROM SHIP RADIO- 
TELEGRAPH AND COASTAL RADIOTELEGRAPH STATIONS 

Scarcely a home in America today does not have at least on radio and 
some have two, three or four to permit each member of the family to 
select his or her favorite program. Most of these radio receivers, at 
least those built within the past 12 or 15 years, are desipped to oper- 
ate on the tsuperhetrodyne' principle. Horeover, it has been pointed out 
by ralio enginéers that broadcast receivers of this type which do not 
employ 'pre-selection! (radio frequency tuned amplifiers or circuits) 
when operated elose to an active séaport will very probably receive 
interference from ships entering or leaving the harbor or from coastal 
stations which exchange radio signals with ships. When it is understood 
that tnese marine stations use radio wavelengths or frequencies within 
the band 459 to 460 kilocycles and that the intermediate frecuency 
amplifier stases of the superietrodyne type of receiver are usually tun- 
ed to 455 kilocydétes or aprroximately this frequency the reason for this 
interference is more readily understood, Actually these amplifiers act 
as.a receiver for the cede signals peceuse in such receivers there is a 
fair amount of couvling from the antenna to the first intermediate 
‘anplifier through’ the capacity: between the elements of the mixer tube. 

1 Dna ae k of pre-selection is characteristic in many lower priced 
table-model recsivers, and may also be found in some higher priced 
reccivers. Good engincering desien would include ons or more tuned 
pre-stlection staBes, and such a recoiver would climdnate the inter- 
modiate frequency signals under most circumstances. 

Sometimes relief can be had evcn where there are no pro-sclection 
circuits by retuning the I.F. stag .s to another frecuency, or by ine 
stalling a woll-desiened, shicldcd wave trap tuned to the frequency of 
the intcrfering signal. a 

Any competont radio service or maintenance man will be able to 
make the above adjustments to eliminate this type of interference,

In the same vein I would like to point out an often overlooked item. 
The sonsitivity(the ability to pick up weak signals) of your receiver 
‘and of any reeciver is governed by one tube, and one tube along. If 
that tube is bad or weak your set will not perform efféctiontly. And 
thet tuve of course is the very first one in the receiver, whether it 
is the first R.F. stage or tho first IF stage in the cheaper scts,.
